ETTE, IND.

Laravette, Ind., Feb. 1.—The special meeting 
of stockholders of the Lafayette, Muncie & 
Bloomington Railroad was called by the Presi- 
dent of the Executive Board at the Opera-House 
in this city at 1 p. m. to-day. A special train 
from Muncie, the first over that end of the road, 
arrived at noon, bringing the stockbolders and 
frievds of the road from that direction. The 
meeting was called to order by President Heath, 


and Judge Smith, of Muncie, was called 
to the chair. President Heath then 
read. his report to the stockholders. 


It gives a complete history of the road from 
the first, the difficalties encouatered from 
enemies within and without, and the contract 
with Mr. Stone, and afterwards with Mr. Eells, 
when the present Board came into power. The 
assets were a road-bed from Muncie to within 4 
miles of Lafayette, with bridges and crose-ties, 
incumbered with lawsuits, subscription list 
of very doubtful value, and $21 in cash. Ihe 
Eells contract Was made only after repeated and 
urgent solicitatious by the Board, and then the 
Board agreed to find purchasers for a certain 
amount of the bonds at 50 cents 
on the dollar. Under this contract 
the iron from Muncie to Lafayette has 
been laid, 45 miles of tne road ballasted and iu 
fine condition, and a large force at work bailast- 
ing the remaining portion. The right-of-way 
into Lafayette bas been obtained and paid for, 
with the necessary grounds for depot, shops, 
etc. The leases whereby the west end of the 
road, from Lafayette to the Lilinois State line, 
was beid by the Wabash Road, have been de 
clared void by the Supreme Court, and a new 
contract made with the Short ‘Line by which 
they pay $15,000 goid per year instead of 
$5,000, as made with the old Board, 
and give @ large ebare of business to the La- 
fayette, Muncie & Bloomingtoa Road, instead of 
going. as it pow does, to the other corporation at 
alavette, this contract taking effect as soon as 
the Court put the road in possession of the west 
end. The conference with the parties in inter- 
est looks to an arrangement whereby the Illinois 
eud of the road will soon be restored, as origi- 
pally designed, to be * ·[(2ß—ꝓ as one line from 
Bioomington, III., to Muneie, Ind.

THE CITY TAX CASES. 
Yesterday Judges WILLAns, Moore, and 
Farwet. rendered a joint decision in the 


cases of the newspaper offices which hud ap- | 


plied to have the collection of personal taxes 


retained by injunction. The Court over- 
ruled the application. We publish the pro- 
ceedings this morning. Judge WILIA de- 


livered the general opinion of the three 
Judges. The Court found that all the points 


raised by the complainants had been heard 


and decided adversely by decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois. The general rule 
laid down by the Supreme Court was that 
a court of equity will not enjoin 
the collection of taxes except in 
eases of fraud in the assessment, 
or where the property taxed is not subject to 


legal and void. None of these conditions 
existing in these cases, there could be no in- 
terference by a court of equity. 

The Court reviewed all the allegations of 
want of uniformity, excessive valuation, the 
reduction of certain and the increase of other 
valuations, as compared with previous years ; 
the assessment of certain property at half its 
cash value, and of other property at a very 
small fraction of its real value, the want of 


notices by the Assessors, etc., and ruled that | 


these objections were to irregularities more 
or less incidental to the system of taxation 
by valuation, had always prevailed, and fur- 
nished no warrant for the interference of a 
court of equity. 

The questions pertaining to the powers of 
the Board of Equalization had been in like 
manner determined by the Supreme Court. 
Within their authority, the action of that 
Board was final and cenclusive. | 

The power of the Common Council to cer- 
tify to the County Clerk the amount that the 
city required to be raised by taxation was 
held by the Court to be ample, and to have 
been properly exercised. Even in cases where 
the tax levied was illegal, equity eourts would 
not restrain its collection, unless special and 
irreparable injury was shown. In all these 
cases no such injury was anticipated. The 


parties feeling themselves aggrieved had their | enforcement of the resumption clause of said 


remedy at law of suits against the city and 
county for the recovery of moneys illegally 
collected. To allow persons to delay paying 
taxes when they have a remedy at lav would 
be to deprive the Government of the revenue 
needed for its operations. 

The substance of this opinion is that an 
assessment once completed, no matter how 
irregular, unjust, discriminating, and op- 
pressive, is binding upon the person assessed, 
who has no means of arresting the collection 
of the tax, but must have recourse to an 
action at law to recover from the Govern- 
ment the money illegally collected of him. 
If this is the law, and we suppose it must be 
accepted, then it places every man owning 
property at the mercy of the Tax Assessors, 
and tax-levying Boards, whose assessments 
are finalities. The importance of attending 
to the appointment of competent persons for 
these affices becomes obvious. 

THE CONVICTION OF M’KEE. 

The verdict of guilty in the criminal 
prosecution against WLIAM Mokxx, of St. 
Louis, for conspiring to defraud the United 
States revenue, was received with amazement 
in St. Louis and considerable surprise else- 
where. There seemed to be a general expec- 
tation that he would be acquitted. This ex- 
pectation was based rather upon external and 
undefined sentiment than upon the evidence. 
Every man was naturally disinclined to be- 
lieve that an old and respected citizen, enjoy- 
ing personal wealth and a conspicuous posi- 
tion in the business, social, and political 
community, had deliberately allied himself 
with a batch of scoundrels to cheat the Gov- 
ernment, This feeling was stronger and 
more general, of course, in St. Louis than 
elsewhere, because it was Mokrz's home, 
where he had lived over thirty years 
and been generally liked and respect- 
ed, It received some encouragement, too, 
from the fact that there was some contradic- 
tion among the witnesses on minor matters, 
which it was thought would induce the jury 
to construe it in the most favorable light for 
the defense. The Court, in its instructions, 
gave the jury full warrant for such a course, 
and pointed out unmistakably that it was

REPEAL OF THE RESUMPTION ACT. 
Our attention is again drawn to the Re- 


sumption act as it now stands by a strong 
petition to Congress which has been prepared 


| izes the Secretary of the Treasury to dispose 
| of United States bonds Jan. 1, 1879, in an 
amount sufficient to enable him to redeem 
and retire the legal-tender notes. The peti- 
| tion concludes as follows: Your petitioners 

do not favor inflation, but believe that the 


act will prove disastrous to the business of 
the country.” Itis signed by several hun- 
dred of the leading citizens, embracing the 
most prominent wholesale and retail mer- 
chants aud manufacturers, and presumably 
without political distinctions. There is no 
doubt that this petition fairly sets forth the 
average sentiment of a large class of business 
men in every community, and it is based on 
areasonable apprehension of the consequences 
if the Government shall undertake to enforce 
the provisions of the act without any further 
preparation than is therein provided. 

The act as it now stands provides for ar- 
bitrary resumption, pure and simple, at a 
fixed date, and the absolute retiring of the 
whole volume of Government currency with- 
out either providing for its reissue or the is- 
aus of any currency to take ‘its place. This 
will create a void which cannot fail to be 
seriously, perhaps disastrously, felt. by the 
business classes generally, and with particu- 
lar strain by all who have debts to pay. The 
appreciation of the currency to Par in gold 
will make it necessary for every man to pay 
100 cents for every 85 cents in value that he 
received when he contracted the indebted- 
ness. That is, he must pay 20 per cent in- 
crease over the value which he actually re- 
ceived. And this payment he will have to 
make on 2 rapidly-contracting currency.

30 per cent. In these ways the gold realized 
on the sale of bonds will rapidly disappear 
from the ordinary channels of trade, and 
about $420,000,00 of Government currency 
will have been suddenly withdrawn from cir- 
The banks will scarcely undertake to supply 
the void occasioned by the withdrawal of the 
greenbacks. They cannot afford to do so 
under the present restrictions, They are 
ermitted to issue only 90 cents for every 100 
of bonds which they deposit in the United 
States Treasury for security, and they must 
pay a premium for bonds even on a gold 
basis. In addition to this, they are taxed 1

The banks are now every week reducing 
the amount of their circulating notes because 
of the lack of profit on circulation afforded 
by present restrictions, and this reduction 
would go on at a still more rapid rate if it 
were not for the advantage obtained by the 
certainty of a partial investment of their cap- 
ital in United States securities. It affords a 
protection against loss for 80 much of their 
capital, and this alone induces many of them 
to retain a part or all of their circulation. 
But when the time comes when the banks 
must redeem their notes in gold on a con- 
tracted currency market, and furnish import- 
ers and hoarders all they need or want, they 
will rather contract than enlarge the volume 
of their circulating notes, and the enforce- 
ment of the Resumption act without any fur- 
ther preparation or inducement to the banks 
to keep out their notes will amount to the 
withdrawal of nearly the whole volume of 
currency suddenly. It can scarcely fail to 
give the business community a shock, and 
this is what is dreaded. 

If Congress will so amend the act as to 
provide for a previous repeal of the Legal- 
Tender act as to all future liabilities and a 
retention as to debts contracted prior tos 
certain date, so that debtors may discharge 
their present liabilities on the same basis on 
which they were contracted, and also amend 
the Bankrupt act so as to make it to the in- 
terest of the banks to issue gold notes, the 
resumption clause may be retained without 
danger and with possible benefit, but other- 
wise it should unquestionably be repealed.

THE FEDERAL JUDICIARY. 
MR. M'CRARY’S BILL TO REORGANIZE THE UNITED 
STATES COURTS. 
Spectal Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 1.—Representative 
McCrary, of Iowa, has been authorized by the 
Judiciary Committee to report his bill to reor- 
ganize the Judiciary of the United States. Mc- 
Crary bas prepared a report to accompany the 
bull which gives 8 very interesting account of 
the present condition of the Judiciary, and of 
the defects which it is the purpose of this bill 
toremove. The following is an outline of the 
report: The purpose of the bill is to facilitate 
as far as possible, without additional Judges, 
the administration of justicein the Federal 


‘Courts. 


THE CLOG IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

It is impossible for the Supreme Court to trans- 
act its business with proper dispatch and delib- 
eration. Tha increase of business in the Su- 
preme Court is shown by ite calender. In 1810 
there were 98 cases: in 1820, 187: in 1846 there 
were 165; and in 1875, 901. To finiah the cases 
on the calendar, without doing new pusiness, 
dailv sessions for three years would be neces- 
sary. The law of the last Coogress limiting the 
right of appeal bas not relieved the Court, and 
has given just cause of complaint by denying 
appeal in cases of less than $5,000. 

TWO DISTRICT COUBTS, FOR EXAMPLES. 

The report reviews the condition of ‘busin 
in the Judicial Districts. In the Northera Dis- 
trict of Illinois, the number of cases on the 
docket last term was 1,496; 178 were disposed 
of, and 1.319 left undisposed of. The Judges do 
not usually sit together.

A NEW COUBT OF APPEALS. 


The passage of this bill is recommended for 
the following other reasons: First, it will es- 
tablish a Court of Appeals of vert high standing 
and authority within a convenient distance from 
the residence of the 1 litigant, which will 
be able to hear and determine finally with rea- 
sonable promptness all cases involving not more 
than $10,000, and not involving any questions of 
such general importance as to require the adju- 
dication of the Supreme Court. These two 
considerations—bringing a Court of Appeals 
within a convenient distance from the resi- 
dence of the parties litigant and secur- 
ing a prompt end final decision—are 
both very important. The importaves 
of the former will be appreciated when we con- 
sider that an appeal to the Supreme Court from 


the law as it now stands, involves in many cases, 
@ trial at a distance of

portance.of the second will be appreciated when 
we remember that such an appeal, as the law

It will relieve the dock- 
ets of the Circuit Courts, now greatly 
overcrowded in many of the States, by relieving 
those courts from the trials of appeals, and by 
enabling parties to bring and defend suits there- 


ein at places more convenient to their homes.

As tbe law now stands, separate jurors are re- 
quired for the Circuit and District Courts. By 
holding the Courts simultaueously in all the

The Secretary of War has replied to the reso-

porting upon foreign armies. He was aliowed 
eighteen months for this purpose from the first 
of June last. It was expected that he should

DISTRICT FINANCES, 
A BAD SHOWING. 
Bpecial Dispatch to Fhe Chicago Tribune, 

Wasninotor, D. C., Feb. 1.—The Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia have sent to 
the House of Representatives a long report in 
reply to the resolation of that body relative to 
the sales of real eatate for taxes, cost of adver- 
tising, etc., etc. From an inclosure prepared by 
John F. Cook, Collector, it appears that the ag- 
gregate assessed value of real estate offered at 
auction at the general tax-salo of June 29, 1872, 
for arrears of taxes, was $32,486,827, or 
about 33 per cent of all the real estate 
in the District, and that the tax due 
thereon, as advertised, amounted to 
$1,661,827. The aggregate vaice of real estate 
bought io by the District authorities was #24,- 
036,105, and the value of that redeemed since, 
subject to the cost of advertising, sale, etc., etc., 
py citizens, $10,400.477. The total sum of 
money realized to Jan. 6. 1876, from the ta 
sales of June 29, 1875, is $461,424. and the 
amount collected to reimburss the District for 
the cost of advertising, etc., is $21,354. 

THE PRINTING BILL. 

The statement showing the amount paid by 
the Commissioners for advertising and printing, 
and engraving, from June 20, 1374, to Jan. 6, 
1876, shows that the Washington National Re- 
publican Company bas received, including ite 
charge for advertising property to be sold for 
taxes, $55,393; the Washington Daily Chronicle 
bas received $14,685; the vening Siar, 
89,541; the Daily Critic, 1,062. There also 
been paid to the Columbia Bank-Note Company, 
for printing and engraving 3.65 bonds, 
$21,976. The total amount paid out for pnnt- 
ing and engraving is $111,710. The items not 
here enumerated are generally small and dis- 
tributed among a great number of newspapers 
and job printers in this and other cities. The 
Commissioners also report that suit is pending

THE CONNECTED STATEMENT

It is true, 
very many other ag:essments are made, and the words 
“fraud,” and “ fraudulent,” and * fraudulently ” 
occur frequently in the bill; but it is not clear that any 
assessment, except those about the value of the prop- 
erty, conn with the promise (as claimed) of 
the Assessor to fix the valuation at $40,000, cap be con- 
strned into a charge of fraudulent conduct on the 
art of the Assessor.

The tax-payer is required to list his property with 
the Assessor. and the Assevsor is required to fix the 
valuation, The owner of the property may then re- 
quire the Assessor to band him the copy of the 
assessment and valuation. The citizen can thus, by a 
little care and precaution, avoid such mistakes and 
misunderstandings as those now being considered, 
If in this instance the complainant had demanded this 
statement, this conflict or difference in recollection

It is also claimed by the complainant that he had no 
opportunity to have the assessment adjusted. It is 
not admitted by the defendant that any notice to tax. 
payers of the time and of making objections to 
assess mend is required, but in this instance it is shown 
that auch notice was given by publication in the papers 
of the city, and it is also shown that the complainant 
did not appear and make any objections.

THE STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION _ 
are no longer open questions, The Suprem Court 
bas held that the Legislature was fully authorized to 
create the Board, and to invest it with ample power to 
equalize the assessments of he different counties 
in the State. Not having made an arrangement with 
the Assessor as to the valuation of the property, and 
having failed to require of the Assessor a copy of the 
assessment, and having failed appear beiore any 
Committee or Board in either town or county, the 
4 will not be allowed to complain what 
the State Board of Equalization has done. It ey br 
that said Board fails in its difficult and intricate task 
to properly adjust and equalize the taxes throughout 
the State, But that is omby such a mistake and such 
an error as must be endured for the time. These mat- 
ters have been determi —they are res adjudicata. 

But it is insisted that the city was at one and the same 
time —.—— under both laws. It has been proved 
that two modes of collecting the city revenue ex- 
ists, and that the law provides for certain offices that 
may or may not be hed. Until abolished, ds a 
matter of course, they must perform the duties re- 
quired by law, and, of course, be paid therefor. Even 
if thia issue be not conclusive, it is difficult to see 
how this error, if error it be, can vitiate the entire tax 
of city. 

It is, however, in this connection, insisted that the 
part of the Appropristion ordinance of the city ap- 
propriating $55,000 for Tax Commissioners and Assess- 
ors was unauthorized, and that its enactment, con- 
nected with other matters avowed in the bill, com- 
bined and rendered fraudulent the tax assessment. A 
sufficient reply to this proposition is that it has ever 
been held that the tax-payer may at any time have any 
municipal corporation enjoi from useless and un- 
authorized appropriations and expenditures, But to 
prevent such wrongful expenditures direct proceed- 
ings must be instituted. It cannot be done by any 
* proceedings. It cannot be thrown in as an 
additional ground or reason for accomplishing some 
other end. This is a principle so familiar that the au- 
thorities need not be cited to sustain it. 

For these and other reasons which need not now be 
stated the request of the complainant for an injunc- 
tion is denied.
